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TALK WITH CHANDLER 


ON IMPORTANT OUESTIONS OF 
THE DAY 


HIS VIEWS ON THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 


Hie Says the Fifteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution is Ample Without An) 
Further Legislation. 

AaV AsHINGTON, Janury 27.-—[Special.}—Sen- 
ator William E. Chandier, of New Hamp- 
shire, who has the reputation of being the 
most distinctly sectional and the bitterest man 
against the democrats of the gouth in the 
l'nited States senate talked with me at length 
on the negro question to-day. 

Senator Chaudiler isas bitter in conyersation 
ou this subject as he is when making a speech 
on the floor of the senate on one of his many 
resolutions to investigate alleged southern 
election outrages. He is even more bitter 
than Governor Foraker, of Ohio..° But con- 
sidering the position that Senator Chandler 
has taken in the republican party, in regard 
to its policy toward the south, and considering 
the fact that he is looked npon by his col- 
leagues in the senate as the man who has de- 
voted the most study to the alleged suppres 
sion of the negro, and in fact, is the leader 
when it comes to southern political questions, 
it is natural-to suppose that his views will 
have weight with General Ifarrison and his 
administration. Therefore, his views at this 
time will prove interesting. Upon being 
asked to-day if he thought that Colonel Oates ~ 
proposition to disfranchise the negro feasible, 
he replicd: | 

“Most ceriainly not. Nobody will favor it. 
Tt cannot be done without a constitutional 
amendment, which cannot be adopted. The 
negro will oppose his own disfranchisement. 
The southern states will oppose it because it 
would lessen their representation in the house 
and in the electoral college. The north will 
oppose it because it will be an abandonment 
of the neyro, which would dishonor the north 
and destroy the republican party.” 

AGAINST EDUCATIONAL QUALIFICATION, 

“Do you favor an educational qnalification 
asa limitation upon suffrage?” 

“Y do not. Theoretically it is a good idea, 
practically abad one. It would be impossible 
to test the educational qualifications of a voter. 
Aga remedy for the southern situation it would 
be intolerable. White democratic election 
oflicera would not reject one in ten of the igno- 
rant white democrats, while they would 
exclude from the suffrage, as disqualified, nine 
hundred and ninety-nine one thousandths of 
the colored voters. An educational qualifica- 
tion would be a mere instrument in the hands 
of the southern whites for legally disfranchis- 
Ig the southern blacks.”’ 

“What will probably be General Harrison’s 
policy in regard to the negro question in the 
aonutl 

‘He will swear to support the constitution 
when he takes the oftice of president, and he 
wiil have no occasion to read the constitution 
In orderto call to his mind the fifteenth 
amendment thereof, which was the last of the 
terms of asettlement vieided by the subji- 
gated south to the victcrions north. Who 
dares insist that it shall not be obeyed ?”’ 

“Do youagree with Senator Ingalls?” 
asked, 

‘As 1 understand his views, he is in favor of 
enforcing the fifteenth amendment and 
securing the colored voters the right to cast 
their ballots and have them counted. If he 
thinks this enforcement woud produce an 
irrepressible conflict, he sees no way to avoid 
it.1 do not think that such a conflict is inevita- 
ble, the outcry is a mere bugbear—a demo- 
cratic seare crow.” 

“Whatis your idea of the political situation 
of the negro in the southern states?” 

‘He is theoretically a citizen—the equal of 
any white voter. Practically he is deprived 
of his vote in defiance of the constitution. 
This anomalous condition of atlairs cannot 
long last. The white race had better solve it 
before a terrible retribution overtakes them.’’ 

CHANDLER'S REMEDY, 

‘“Jlave you any remedy to sugyest to soive 
the race question in the south °’’ 

“A perfect remedy—obedience to the con- 
Stitution. Nofe other will serve. A failure 
to apply this will bring to the south woes in- 
numerable. A new attempt by the south to 
dissolve the union would be as likely to suc- 
ceed as, in the long run, will be the attempt to 
depris e the colored man of his ballot. He 
knows his constitutional rights, one of which 
is to K®ep and bear arms. The southern 
whites should make friends with the negroes 
around them before the latter become desper- 
ate. Any political system based upon gross 
injustice and upon defiance of constitutional 
rights will at last result in bloodshed. If. 
however, the political rights of the negro are 
couceded, the result of the political equality 
of all men. before ‘the law at the south 
will ot be such as came from 
impartial suffrage in 1sc7. Twenty-one years 
have madea great change of condition. It is 
not proven that whites and bia ks, even where 
the latier are in the majority, cannot live in 
the same community on terms of political 
equality. Of course there will be some fric- 
tion, but this evil must be borne patiently, and 
will be less with the constitution obeved than 
with the constitution violated. Political equal- 
ity does not involve social equality, and the 
experiment which is to be tried ancw in the 
south of impartial suffrage will, in my belief, 
be successful. The only obstacle to suecess is 
ihe determination of the white democrats that 
there shall be no fair trial of equal suffrage. 
The race issue is purposely kept alive by them 
in order to retain the democratic party in 
power in the state and nation. ‘They knows 
that if the negro should divid 
they certainly would, and the whites should 
divide also, the first result would be a victory 
for the republican party. Rather than these. 
the, raise the ery of race supremacy, make a

LEFT IN HIGH DUDGEON. 

Yesterday Mr. Whitney said that he did not

against the administration through the state

The matter was generally discussed today 
and it isthe genera] opinion that a split is 
unavoidable, Oneof the ablest democratic 
lawyers in cungress said to me tonight that 
after this publication he thought the resigna- 
tion of one of the cabinet ministers was abso- 
luiely necessary to restore harmony; that the 
president could not receive with equanimity 
tlie censure of his secretary oi state and by 
implication of himself if he indorsed Mr. Bay- 
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‘ard’s course. If he did not indorse it he must 


necessarily remove Mr. Bayard. If he. did, 
Mr. Whitney must go. This is, however, con- 
sidered by some as arather extreme view, as 
it is not believed on account of the close prox- 
imity of the official death of the administra- 
tion that an open breach at this time could be 
permitted. But there is bad blood between 
the two secretaries and Mr. Whitney does not 
attempt to conceal it.

A LIVELY TIME EXPECTED. 
Important Business Before Congress This 
Week. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.--This week 
promises to be one of debate in the senate. 
Rapid progress was made last week witli ap- 
provriation biils, leaving only the consular and 
diplomatic bills pending of the four that were 
reported. This willcome up tomorrow, and 
the amendments proposed by the foreign rela- 
tions committee, providing means to defend 
and protect American interests in Samoa, will 
form the subject of a lively discussion. It 
may be, however, that these amendments will 
be considered in secret session, 

i Tuesday, under the order of the senate 
made some days ago, the Dritish extradition 
treaty is to be discussed in executive session. 

Some progress was made last week with 
Sherman's anti-trust bill, as amended by the 
finance committee, and its author will endeavor 
to press it to a vote this week. Then Mr. Frye 
is expected to call upthe Pacific railroad fund- 
ing bill and make a speeeh on it. Messrs. Ed- 
munds, Hoar, Sherman and Mitchell are also 
expected to address the senate on this measure. 

-Mr. Chandler’s resolution to investigate the 
Louisiana election is also pending, and may be 
called up atanytime. This will probably pre- 
cipitate a political debate that will lastseveral 
days. 

Armed with sundry civil appropriation bills 
which was not completed last weck, Mr. Ran- 
dall will probably deprive ,the District of Co- 
lumbia of Monday, to which it is entitled un- 
der the rules. If ho does not, several other 
members in charge of important measures 
stand ready to doit. Prominent among these 
is Mr. Claridy,who has undertaken to conduct 
the conference report on the Nicaragua canal 
bill through the house and is awaiting the first 
opportunity to present it without causing the 
opposition of one of the committees in charge 
of the appropriation bills. The Oklahoma 
adherents have signified their intention to call 
up their bill Tuesday and as Mr. Payson and 
other members autagonisitic to the measure 
are preparing themselves for a vigorous on- 
slaught, alively day may be expected if the 
bill comes upe 

Later in the week the appropriation bills are 
likely to play a prominent partand when the 
naval bill is taken up,which Chairman Herbert 
says will be at the first oppcertunity,some enter- 
taining discussion of Samoan matters will 
probably ensure. 

Mr. Crisp is preparing to call up pending 
contested election cases during the week but 
while they constitute questions of the highest 
privilege it is possible that Mr. Blanchard may 
raise a question of consideration against them 
in favor ofthe river and harbor bill, which 
will probably meet with strouger support than 
heretofore, as members begin to realize its 
precarious position. 

The Edmunds Panama resolution is also 
among the possibilities, but its eonsideration 
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can occupy but one day.

Senators Allison and Cuilom in Consultation 
With General Harrison—The Samoan 
and Other Questions Discussed. 

INDIANAPOLIS, January 27.—Senators Alii- 
son and Cullom arrived at noon today, and 
were met at the station by Private Secretary 
Halford and taken at once to General Harrti- 


son's house, lunching with.him. A long con- | 


versation followed, Senator Cullom leaving at 


5 o'clock forthe hotel and Senator Allison re-, 


maining at the general’s. It is understood 
they came here on invitation, but as to all the 
objects of the visit thore are many opinions, 
Senator Allison’s name has been coupled with 


a cabinet position ever since the election, and’ 


it is natural for the supposition that it was on 
cabinet affairs that he was called here. It Kas 
also been repeatedly stated that he was very 
much averse to leaving the senate. The long 
consultation of today and his remain- 
ing over until tomorrow is taken 
as satisfactory evidence that he is 
to go into the cabinet, and the remainder of 
his stay will be devoted to discussion as to the 
other members. There is a feeling here that it 
is the state and not the treasury department 
be isto oceupy. There are some who think 
subject of the consultation was to discuss the 
Samoa question. The matter is now before 
congress and as President Cleveland’s admin- 
istration is soon to close and that of General 
tiarrison to begin, it is natural thatrepublican 
nembers of congress would like to know the 
opinions of the geuerai upon a subject of such 
iinportance, and how better could they be ob- 
tained than by such consulation. 

The general was as reticent as ever when 
seen this evening and simply said he had 
nothing to give out. While there is no doubt 
the cabinet question was considered at some 
length, there is reason to believe the Samoa 
matter was the chief topic of conversation 
during the afternoon. Senator Allison came 
on special invitation, while that to Senator 
Cnuilom was only general in its terms. He 
was desirous of seeing his family and consti- 
tuents and took advantage of the opportunity 
to come with Mr. Allison. 

Mr, Cullom said the Samoan question was 
discussed, and while not at liberty to say 
what General Harrison thought of the mat- 
ter, he did give his own views. He said: 

“Tam pot in favor of permitting any coun- 
try to throw brickbats at us. Laman Amer- 
ican all through, and think we are big enough 
to take care of ourselves under the circum- 
stances. However, while the Samoa matter 
looks seyious at present, I believe the coming 
administration willreach an adjustment that 
will be satisfactory to the country. I think a 
solution will be reached without difliculty.”’

HORRIBLE MURDER IN MICHIGAN, 


Mrs, Lattimer Killed in Her Bed by an Un- 
known Asaassin. 

Jackson, Mich., Jauvuary 27.—On October 
21, 1887, Robert E. Lattimer, one of Jackson’s 
most prominent druggists, walked home from 
his store to eat supper and read a newspaper. 
He began vomiting soon after the meal and 
died in halfan hour. He was a man of robust 
physique and was fifty-eight years old, He 
left u wife and scn twenty-one years old. Of 
his life insuranes of $11,500, $8,000 went to the 
widow and the remainder to his son. The son 
soon opened a drug store and lived with his 
mother in her fine residence. Thursday morn- 
ing he went to Detroit, ostensibly on business. 
Last night Mrs. Lattimer stayed alone in the 
house. This morning at 10 0’clock a paper- 
hanger, doing work there for the past week, 
called at the house, but could rouse nobody. 
Heanda neighboring woman gained an en- 
trance to the house through the cellar 
door, Which was open, as was also the 
door at the head of the cellar stairs. 
Mrs. Lattimer slept jn a bed-room 
on the second story. ‘When the two reached 
her bedroom they found the lady lying on her 
back, clothed nen in aSnightrobe. Her head, 
face and neck were covered with blood, fast 
drying and coagulating, though still oozing 
from her mouth. The bed was covered 
with blood, as was also the carpet about the 
room and one window and sash. The 
body lay straight with both hands 
raised and clinched and, _ both, were 
covered with blood which had dried and grown 
hard. ‘The doctors said the woman had been 
dead since 3 o’clock. Nothing was disturbed 
in the room, but 4 quantity of bloody clothing 
lay beside the body, and a handkerchief satur- 
ated with blood layin her son’s room on the 
carpet beside his bed. There were two blood 
spots on the pillow of the iatter’s bed and one 
on the sheet, 

The son reached home at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, in response toa telegram that his 
mother was dead. He was subjected toa se- 
vere examination by the prosecuting attorney 
as to his Detroit trip. He had to be given 
stimulants before he could conclude his ex- 
amination. Nothing new, however, was 
brought out. 
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A ROW IN A STABLE 
In Which a Policeman Shoots the Proprie- 
tor. 

CHATTANOOGA, January 27.—[Special.J—A 
shocking tragedy occurred at Dayton, Tenn., 
thirty-five miles north of Chattanooga, on the 
line of the Cincinnati Southern railroad, at 11 
o'clock this forenoon, which will result in the 
death of Colonel 8S. B. Northup. Policeman 
Doughty and several friends went into the 
livery stable to warm. They made sone poi 
which annoyed Colonel Northup, wl 
sleeping off aspree inthe room above. 
thup sent word for them to get out, but) they 
refused to obey the order and the old ventle- 
man went down stairs, and taking Policeman 
Doughty by the arm led him to the door. 
When the men arrived on the scene, Northup 
began beating Doughty over the head with a 
cane, when the policeman drew a 32-calibre 
revolver and shot the colonel through the 
body, inflicting a mortal wound. The injured 
man was still alive at 10 o’clock tonight but 
his death was expected at any moment. 
Douguty made his escape and has not yet been 
captured. 
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NINE PERSONS POISONED. 


Four New York Policemen and Five Other 
People Sickened by Milk. 

New York, January 27.—Nine persons liy- 
ing at 20 Cottage place, four of whom are 
policemen, were poisoned, probably, the 
physicians say, from impure milk. Patrick 
O’Brien, Abel R. Vantassel, Norman Shel- 
don and Martin Handy, of the fifth precinct’s 
squad, went to their boardinghouse early 
this morning for breakfast. They board- 
Elizabeth C. ° Stuart, 
where there were five other persons, 
P. J. Monahan, Charles Monahan, Mr. Lowe, 
Miss Kegan and Miss McCane. The latter two 
are shop girls. The principal dishes at the 
morning mnéal were tish and oatmeal. Of the 
latter the boarders all partook, using plenty of 
milk. Shortly afterwafd they were taken sick. 
Ofticer O’Brien was taken to the Chambers- 
street hospital, and the doctors said thatif he 
had been another hour without medical at- 
cepdance he would have died. Tonight he was 
pronounced out of danger. The other patients 
are also better. The health department is in- 
vestigating the matter.

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GEORGE CROUCH'S CRIME. 
After Six Years’ Wondering He Is Arrested 
in the Indian Territory. 

MontGomery, Ala., January 27.—Special.] 
A few days ago an Associated Press dispatch 
was published announcing the arrest of George 
Crouch in the Indian territory for the murder 
of Mark White in Cherokee county, Ala., in 
1834. ‘The time shou!d have read in October, 
1682. The Crouch family was one of the oldest 
in Cherokee county, but the men while looked 
upon as honest and good citizens, in the past 
they were inclined to rowdyism, drinking, and 
frequently experienced family broils. Mark 
White had been reared in the same com- 
munity and was a daily companion of the 
Crouch boys in their early years. When he 
“ete up to manhood he married a sister of his 
2000 Companions, and everything moved along 
sinoothly, just as is usually the case in the old 
quiet country commnnities where families 
become united by the exchange of a sister in 
one family for a brother in another. 

As the years went by the brothers-in-law 
would occasionally take aspree together. One 
evening in October, 1882, George and 
Frank Crouch were ‘returning from the 


‘little town of Cross Plains, having imbibed 


rather freely and went by the home of Mark 
White. While there a quarrel arose and 
White, while endeavoring to induce the boys 
to go quietly _to their own homes, was shot 
down in the presence of his children and his 
wife by an unnatural brother, George Crouch. 
Both George and Frank were arrested, but 
Subsequently escaped, it has been charged, by 
the negligence of the officials. They fled-to 
Indian territory. Governor O'Neil offered a 
reward of $200 for their capture, and for years 
the sheriffs of the border counties of Texas 
have planned and strategized, but all to no 
avail, The fugitives were wily, and their 
association with the cunning Indians served 
to make them more so,. This week George 
Crouch was kidnapped and brought into 
Texas. Just how it is not known, but no 
doubt was a scheme deeply laid and strageti- 
caliy developed and consummated, Frank is 
still a normad among wu normadic people. The 
six vears these boys have been fugitives from 
their old home have no doubt been filled with 
all the desperate struggle and wild romance 
of a still wilder border life. 
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AFTER TWENTY YEARS. 


and the Latter Tells of a Murder. 

RICHMOND, Va., January 27.—Information 
is received here from Page county of the un- 
earthing of a remarkable murder. 

About twenty years ago Daniel, son of 
Daniel Dovel, a wealthy but somewhat eccen- 
tric man, living in East Rockingham, had a 
difticulty with his father and said he intended 
to leave home and never return until the 
father’s death. The mother sided with her 
son, telling him that as he could not remain 
at home in peace she would give him some 
money—some say $550. With this amount he 
left home, and, it seems, stopped at the house 
of aman by the name of Hall, living not far 
from his father’s, 

While there he very imprudentty showed 
his money. It was more than Hall could 
stand. He remarked that he believed he 
would put him out of the way, Daniel begged 
him to sparo his life andtake the money, as 
he fullA realized that he wasin the hands of a 
man with no principal. Hall concluded to 
spare him after the money was handed over, 
but finally remarked ‘that dead men tell no 
tales,’’ suiting his actions to the words by 
felling the unfortunate boy to the floor with 
an ax, after which he conveyed his body to 
the cellar under the wing of the house and 
buried it. The young man had a faithful dog 
that followed him wherever he went and on 
whose neok he had placed a small bell. After 
the death of its master, Hall thought, the dog, 
missing him (Dove'), would return home. 
The dog, or the contrary, lingered near and 
from its actions. Hah thought he might be 
betrayed, so he killed the faithful little crea- 
ture and buried it also. 

In the distribution of his property by will 
his father made provisions should Daniel ever 
return, buf nothing has been heard of him 
until quite recently. 

Not long since Hall and his wife quarreled. 
The result was a separation. She then reveal- 
ed the murder. Relatives have examined the 
cellar of the building, which has been torn 
down many years and filled up, and brought 
to light the bones of the young man, dog and 
bell. Hall is now a old man.

Masked Cowards Beat a Man and His Wife 
and Then Kob the House. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 27.—[Special. ] 
The people of Lamar county, Alabama, are 
wild with excitement overa White Cap out- 
rage and the arrest of three prominent citizens 
of the county, charged with the crime. Last 
Friday night a party of masked men went to 
the house of Eli Johnson, a farmer living near 
Vernon, forced an entrance and attacked him 
with clubs. Johhson was beaten into insensi- 
bility and thentwo of the masked ruftians 
turned their attention to Mrs. Johnson. They 
were armed with switches and with these they 
gave her a terrible beating. The party then 
searched the house and after breaking a quan- 
tity of furniture carried off $125 in money. 
Johnson had sold his cotton crop only a few 
days before and this was all the money he had. 

Accompanying the party was a dog which 
Johnson says he recognized as one belonging 
to one of his neighbors named Eph Terry. The 
next day the masked robbers were tracked to 
Barker’s mil, four miles away. Johnson 
swore out warrants and caused the arrest of 
John and James Barker and Eph Terry, three 
of the most prominent citizens of the county. 
The arrests caused intense excitement and 
after a preliminary hearing all three of the 
prisoners were released, It is not believed 
that the robbery was the only object of the at- 
tack on the Johnson's. Several parties in the 
same neighborhood have been assaulted and 
badly beaten by masked men during the past 
three months and this last outrage has caused 
much excitement. The arrest of the Barkers’ 
and Terry, itis feared, will result in a bloody 
feud.

Determined to Die. 

AITKIN, Minn., January 27.—A man giving 
his name as William Brown attempted suicide 
here today in a most novel way. He ascended

He was ar- 
rested and taken to jail, where he tore up his 
overshirt, tied the rope thus prepared to the 
bars of the cell and then strangled himself to 
death.

HE CARRIES THE ELECTION BY A 
LARGE MAJORITY. 


FLOQUET’S MINISTRY TO RESIGN. 


Exciting Scenes on the Streets of Paria—The 
General Interyiewed—A General 
Klection Predicted, 


Panis, January 27.—Every quarter of Paris 
was enlivened last evening by frequent street 
brawls between the supporters and opponents 
of General Boulanger. The most violent eu- 
counter took place in Montmartre, where a 
number of persons were injured. The police 
interfered and arrested a number of the ring 
leaders. Another serious collision occurred in 
aubourg du Temple, where several persons 
were injured. At several electoral meetings 
there were scenes of great disorder. Bands of 
men and lads singing the ‘‘Marseillaise’ aud 
Boulangist songs paraded the boulevards until 
alate hour. Inthe place De La Republique 
and the Place De L’Opera open air meetings 
were held. Great masses of people were pres- 
ent, but the proceedings were on the whole 
failly orderly, althongh a few individual 
brawls occurréd, and a number of persons 
were arrested. 

THE CROWDS IN THE STREETS 

To-day opened fine, and at an early hour the 
Streets began to fill with people, the general 
stir and bustle increasing as the morning wore 
on. At noon the electors were thronging te- 
ward 266 balloting stations. It seemed cer- 
tain that the vote would be the heaviest ever 
polled in this district. 

Boulangists were everywhere first at the 
voting places and displayed the greatest confi- 
dence in thefr suecess.’ The voters of Fau- 
bourg St. Germain and Champs Elysces dis- 
tricts were nearly all Boulangists, but the is- 
sue really depended upon the vote in tle worlk:- 
men’s quarters, especially in Belleville, 
Charonne, St, Denis and Caurfevoie districts. 
One enterprising morning paper engaged 250 
special reporters, each of whom is provided 
with a cab, and thirty bicyclists to bring the 
results in each section with the groatest possi- 
ble speed. 

A GENERAL ELECTION’ PREDICTED. 

The Boulangists predict the immediate fall 
of the Floquet ministry, the dissolution of par- 
liament and a general election in March. 
They also forecast a rupture in the radical 
party and express the belief that forty radical 
deputies will join the Boulangist ranks and 
thus give the general a following of sixty mem- 
bers in the present chamber. 

The prefect of police today enlisted the ser- 
vices of a large number of householders to aid 
the police in maintaining order. Troops are 
held in readiness at various points and cavalry 
has been ordered to patrol the streets and dis- 
perse all gatherings. Municipal guards line 
the boulevards and in every quarter the police 
and military are well prepared to suppress an 
outbreak. 

Complete returns show the following result: 
Boulanger, 244,070; Jacques, 162,520; Boule, 
16,760; other candidates, 10,558; Boulanger’s 
plurality, 81,550; Boulanger’s majority, 54,552. 

BOULANGER INTERVIEWED. 

General Boulanger, responding to an inter- 
view this afternoon, said he felt sure then that 
his majority would be 60,000. The general's 
electoral organization is perfect. His followers 
everywhere have been instructed to maintain 
order, otherwise they would injure him. Ex- 
citement grew at 5 o’clock, when the returns 
showed General Boulanger’s majority to be 
5,000 in St. Denis district, and that he had 
polled three times more votes than his oppo- 
nent in the Eighth arrondisement. Members 
of the government are astounded at the result. 
sets are freely offered that the ministry will 
resign tomorrow. 

Midnight.—Boulanger is spending the eve- 
ning at the Cafe Durand, where he is informed 
by friends of the results in the division. The 
streets are thronged with people excitedly dis- 
cussing the upshot of the election. Newspaper 
oftices are displaying returns by means of illu- 
minated placards. 

Boulanger will resign the Seine seat, retain- 
ing that for the Nord department. It is ru- 
mored that M. Magnin, the governor of the 
bank of France, will be asked to form a cab- 
inet. 

There were a few scuffles about midnight, 
but notbing serious occurred. 

On the Petite bourse, after the election, 
rentes declined five cents for money and 
twenty-five cents for accounts. 

BOULANGER HISSED. 

Great excitement prevailed on the boule- 
vards during the night. The police did not in- 
terfere. Ten thousand persons assembled out- 
side the Cafe Durand, cheering and singing. 
They were especially demonstrative whenever 
Boulanger appeared at a window. When 
Boulanger was leaving in his carriage, after 
the announcement of the result, he passed a 
restaurant opposite tothe Cafe Durand, where 
friends of the government were assembied. 
The latter hissed loudly, and Bouwanger’s 
friends replied by throwing stones. Singing 
and cheering have continued all the morning. 

The cabinet is summoned to meet at the 
ministry of the interior tomorrow, 

WORK OF THE CANVASSERS. 

The ministers separated after deciding upon 
police measures to preserve order. The 
Boulangist organizatien was marvelous. For 
the first time in the history of Paris, earriages 
were largely employed to convey voters to the 
polls. Boulanger’s carriages were first in the 
field, and his canvassers were provided with 
the names and addresses of Panama _ share- 
holders and other classes of electors. Mem- 
bers of the patriotic league did spirited and 
gratuitous work as Canvassers. The voters 
were cautioned to add ‘‘General’’ to Boulang- 
ger’s name, as a civilian named Boulanger had 
posted placards over night as a candidate. 

Louise Miche) worked hard in behalf of the 
general, and was largely instrumental in s6e¢- 
curing the victory. a os 

M. Jacques’ organization was far inferior to 
that of the Boulangists. 

General Boulanger left Durand’s cafe at 
midnight 4nd drove to lis home. <A popular 
demonstration occurred outside the Elysee 
palace. The streets are now regaining their 
ordinary aspect. 

THE CABINET IN SESSION. 

The cabinet sat from 11 p. m. until la. m. 
Premier Floquet informed President Carnot 
that the cabinet was ready to resignif the pres- 
ident considered such a step advisable. Sev- 
eral of the ministers advocated a reconstruc- 
tioa of the cabinet upon a wider basis. They 
proposed to include in the new ministry infiu- 
ential men from all the republican sections. 
President Carnot awaits the result of to-day’s 
sitting of the chamber of deputies before com- 
ing toa decision. Hehas consulted with MM. 
Ferry, Waldeck, Rousseau, Tirard, Rayual 
and others.

It is computed that 100,000 conservatives and as 
many more radicals and socialists voted for General 
Boulauger.

Sinee July, 1887, Genera) Boulanger 
has received in different elections an aggrezate 
vote of 700,000 yotes. The republicans, during the 
samp period, claim 1,200,000.

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BISMARCK’'S SPEECH. 


The Impression Made by It—-The Emperor's 
Birthday. 
sERLIN, January 27.—The Vossiche Zeitung, 
referring to the impression made by Prince 
ismarck’s speech in the reichstag, that he 
personally adhered to his former views of the 
necessity of restricting Germany’s colonial 
policy, says it does not fee] altogether con- 
vinced that the chancellor fonnd himself une 
able to resist the reichstag and public opinion, 
as lio is not usually accustomed to yield tosuels 
forces, and bints that Prince Bismarck doubts 
the success Of his policy. His duty, it cone 
tinues, was to examine into the question with- 
out regard to real or imaginary public opinion. 
rhe paper expresses pleasure at the announce 
ment that Germany is going hand in hand 
with England, and thinks that the statement 
of this fact will sober down mInany colonial en- 
thusiasts. 

It is denied on authority that Em petor 
William will visit Alsace-Lorraine. 

Che birthday of the emperor was generally 
observed today, The emperor received in the 
white hall many of the German sovereigns, 
Prince Bismarck, Min'sters Count Von Molke, 
Knights of the Eagle order and foreign repre- 
sentatives, who felicitated him on the occa- 
sion. The colorsof the guards were removed 
from the old palace to the castle, and the 
emperor issued an order eulogizing the achieve- 
ments of the guards and expressing the hope 
that they would maintain their glory. 
Several Prussian regiments received the 
names of famous families, members of which 
are connected with their traditions and 
acheivements. Much enthusiasm was mani- 
fested in the city and provinces. The 
emperor received messages of congratulation 
from his mother, the Emperer of Austria, 
the King of Italy and the Qpeen of England. 

fhe city was gay with bunting today im 
honor of the emperor’s birthday. Special ser- 
vices were held in the charches, and numerons 
banquets and other entertainments given to 
celebrate the occasion. The emperor and 
empress, after attending service in the Dom, 
held a reception, at which all the leading 
officials were present. Prince Bismarck was 
teceived with special favor, being singled out 
by their majesties and warmly shaken by the 
hand, 

The Reichsanzeiger publishes an imperial} 
notice with reference to the removal of the 
colors of the guards from the laté Emperor 
Frederick’s palace to that of the present 
emperor. The notice is to the effect that the 
emperor thus brings to mind the fact that his 
lamented grandfather and father gazed upom 
these colors, and expresses his majesty’s con- 
viction that they will remain for all time, a 
token of the old renown of the guards. 

Emperor William has appointed his brother, 
Prince Henry, to a captaincy in the navy, and 
colonelcy in the army.

DFSCRIBED RY A NORTH GEORGIAN: 

I will tell von something more about south Geor- 
gia. The land down here is so flat that they put 480 
acres in a lot. When a farmer wishes to clear a 
farm he selectsa spot where the timber has been re- 
wove l, and after fencing it with ‘lightwood” rails 
he cuts a diteh three feet wide and two feet deep 
all rvund it. When be has it thus drained he 
grabs up the palmetto roots and seratches over it 
with a plow; then he sticks out a few yam slips 
and jets it go until fall, then he turns in a gang of 
razor back hozs, ahd they root up the ground 80 
it is in fue condition for the next year. Thesecond 
year h? plants it in sugarcane. The sugarcane is 
much larger than our sorghum and the juice is 
Instead of planting the seed like 
sorghum they simply plant a joint of cane, and it 
soon comes up and begins to develop. I have seen 
canes that were fully developed eight feet long 

nd frequentiy containing half a gallon of jnice 
to the’eane, They grind the cane in a mill and 
boll the juice in a large kettle, holding from 40 to 
60 gallons, 10 barrels per acre is the average yield of 
syrup, and it is sold this year at 25 cents per gallon. 
They also raise the long staple cotton here which 
scils at 5 cents per pound in the seedand 20 to 22 
cenis per pound after itis ginned.

MONKEYING WITH A PISTOL. 
A Maryland Legislator Accidentally Kills a 
Bartender. 

BALTIMore, Md.,.January 27.—The most 
exciting shooting affair ~hat has occurred in 
Baltimore for many years took place last 
night in the restaurant of ‘Thomas Gordon, 
the wealthiest man in that business here. 
The Hon. Peter J. Campbell, who yesterday 
defended and acquitted a man for murder in 
the criminal court, and several friends were 
rejoicing in Gordon’s saloon over the victory. 
A man named John Kelly caine in and bhe- 
gan to flourish a pistol. Campbell took the 
weapon from him and handed it to Gordon’s 
brother, Edward, who was behind the bar. 
Edward Gordon, knowing them both, handed 
the pistol back, having before doing so ex- 

tracted the cartridges. 

Kelly then took the pistol and offered to bet: 
any man in the crowd that he could shoot the 
cork outof a champagne bottle behind the bar. 
He tried to shoot, but the pistol, hot being 
loaded, didn’t go off. Edward Gordon then 
took from benerth the bara papet box con- 
tainifg about a dozen pistols of yarious makes. 
Campbell took one, which was a_ self-cocker, 
and said: ‘‘Look out! I’m going to shoot.”’ 
We did not, as it appears, know that it was 
loaded. After snapping several times the pis- 
tol, which was pointed directiy at Ed Gordon, 
went off, and Gordon, placing his right hand 
on his left breast, walked from behind the bar 
and said, ‘‘l am shot.’’ He then fell. 

Physicians were sent for and found that the 
ball had entered the Jeft breast lust above the 
heart. The wound was pronounced fatal.

Macon, Ga., January 27.—[Special.}—Last 
night, on Fourth street, Lieutenant Charlie 
Wood, of the Macon police, arrested Aleck 
Butler, colored, who may prove a valuable 
catch. Butler had sold a watch to another ne- 
ero for five dollars and when arrested a watch 
was found on his person. The watch he had 
sold was also recovered. One of ithe watches 
was of Elgin make, medium size, hunting 
case, numerals instead of Roman letters on the 
face. The other watch was a double case and 
made at Elberon, Mass. A glass is on the back 
in place of the cap. He also had a pair of cuff 
buttons with the letter "M’’ engraved, and 
the Odd Fellow’s three links. The above are 
thus described in full as Butler claims to have 
come to Macon from Atlanta, and the articles 
may have been stolen there.

A Spread of the. Rails Throws a Coach 
Across the Tracks. 

Macon, Ga., January 27.—[Special.|—This 
afternoon there came near being a serious ac- 
cident on the dummy line. Two dummy trains 
left the city for Crump’s park, loaded with 
passengers. Every seat was taken, as well as 
every available inch of standing room in the 
car and on the platforms. When near Crump’s

sermon this morning was on “Slanders 
Against Religion Answered.’’ His text 
was: ‘‘\nd I took the little book out 
of the angel's hand, and ate it up; and it was 
in my mouth sweet as honey ; and as soon as [ 
had eaten it my belly was bitter. And he said 
unto me, Thou must prophesy again before 
Many peoples, and nations, and tongues, and 
kings.’ Ney. 10, 10-11. The reverend gentle- 
gnan said: 

Domitian, the Roman emperor, had in his 
reali a troublesome evangelist who would 
keep preaching, and so he exiled him to a bar- 
rén isiand, as now the Russians exile convicts 
to Siberia, or as sometimes the English govern- 
snent used to send prisoners to Australia. The 
island I speak of is now called Patmos, and is 
60 barren and unproductive that its inhabi- 
tants live by fishing. 

But one day the evangelist of whom I speak, 
sitting aithe mouth of a cavern on the hill. 
bide, and perhaps half asleep under the drone 
of the sea, has a supernatural. dream, and 
before liim pass,as in panorama, time and 
eternity. Among the strange things that he 
Saw Wwasen angel witha little book in his 
hand, and’ in his dream the e vangelist asked 
for this little book, and the ange} gave it to 
him, and told him to eat it up.

If a man feels murderously inclined in a 
general way he will find his safest field in 
New York. The percentage of deaths 
among metropolitan murderers 1s so ridicu- 
lously smal! that a man’s chances of life in 
that Jine of business really appear to be in- 
creased. 

One reason why murderers so rarely suf- 
fer the death penalty in New York is be- 
cause the adoption of the Field code has 
made it difficult to secure a conviction. 
According to that code, before a man en- 
gages in arow with another he must have 
**g design to effect death,’’ or he will not be 
guilty of murder. Of course this makes it 
an easy matter for many a guilty man to es- 
cape. 

The language of our Georgia code is much 
more just and sensible. It defines murder 
in these plain words: ‘‘Murder is the un- 
lawful killing of a human being in the peace 
of the state, by a person of sound memory 
and discretion, with malice aforethought, 


either expressed or implied.” 


This covers the ground, and is much — 


clearer than the Field code’s talk about ‘‘a 
design to effect death.’ The fact is, our 
Georgia code is a model book, and our sim- 
ple and sensible forms of procedure at- 
tracted such favorable attention about half 
a century ago that a committee of the Brit- 
ish parliament sent for copies of them, and 
adopted some of them, as a whole or in part. 

If the New Yorkers are in earnest When 
they bewail their failure to convict murder- 
ers, they should study our penal code and 
adopt some of its provisions. They will 
find that its plain, old-fashioned English is 
much more lucid than the red tape style of 
their embarrassing code.

All our exchanges are talking about ‘‘our 
troubles in Samoa,’’ and yet all of our ex- 
changes know, or ought to know, that all 
our troubles in Samoa are the result of our 
trouble@in Washington, Mr. Bayard, who 
represents the democratic party, has caused 
it to be announced to the country that he 
has signed a secret treaty with Germany, 
and this fact is supposed to be sufficient to 
put everybody at ease concerning that ques- 
tion. Nevertheless the country is still in an 
inquiring state of mind, and we would all 
be glad to know not only wherefore Mr. 
Bayard has seen fit to enter into secret 
treaties, but why theyshould be secret. It 
will all have to come out after awhile, and 
then the great curiosity of the country will 
be satisfied. But it will still be glad to 
know why a democratic administration, in 
the full exercise of such faculties as it was 
supposed to have, should enter into secret 
treaties with any foreign government.

Editor Murat Halstead has recently deliv- 
ered an address on ‘*’ 
and Mission of the Press,’’ before the Wis- 
consin Press association. In the course of 
his address Editor Halstead made some 
remurks that ought to be interesting to 
young men who are dreaming of going into 
journalism. 
‘gnuch larger than the general public has any 


idea of, and from its ranks the journalists of | 


the future must, for the mest part, be re- 
cruited, | 
Talking to those youngsters, Mr. Halstead 
asks, at the start, this important question: 
*‘Who can tell the young man how to 
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the magic clue of the globe that spins with 
us *’ The young man who concludes that 
this question ia ‘‘in the air’’—that is to say, 
that itis a merely perfunctory opening of a 
meaningless address--need never trou- 
ble himself to inquire if he has the jour- 
nalistic gift of faculty. The man that 
makesa name in journalism must grasp the 
magic clue of the great globe that spins 
about us. His education will not tell him 
how, nor can he learn the secret in any 
‘school of journalism-—and yet he must get 
hold of this clue somehow in order to hold 
his place and make his mark. The clue is 
the secret to be mastered before the candl- 
date for journalism comes into touch with 
tip life that is about him and the times 
into which he is born. 

“There ls no turnpike or railroad that 
leads into journalism,’’ says Mr. Halstead. 
“There are no vacancies for didactic ama- 
teurs. Nobody is wanted. And yet we are 
always looking out for somebody, and once 
in awhile he comes. He does not ask for a 
place, but takes that which is his,” This 
is the whole of the matter, and yet the 
young man who esteems himeelf a candidate 
for journalism will regard it as a very vague 
and unsatisfactory description. So it is, but 
that streak of lightning-like perception 
which enables it to be understood at a 
glance is precisely the quality which fits 
men for journalism. 

lt frequently happens that the university 
meets and shakes hands with the back- 
weods across the same desk in the editorial 
rooms of our newspapers, but there was and 
is no royal road for the university. Its rep- 
resentative came in at the same door that 
admitted the representative of the back- 
woods. Here, as in other occupations and 
callings—and perhaps to a greater degree— 
individuality and industry make their mark; 
or it may be, as Mr. Halstead suggests, that 
it is awkwardness of a native and an origi- 
nal stripe that gives vitality to the candl- 
date; but whatever it is, the journalist must 
have it.

We've never before heard as much talk of 
quitting the use of guano or commercial fertilizers 
as has been talked recenily. Some of our most ex- 
tensive dealers speak of not handling it at all this 
year, and otbers say they don’t want to ®andle it 
ani advise the farmers notto buy it. The tide of 
opinion has turned against the use of these costly 
goods and our farmers should generally take this 
matter Into consideration and quit the use of it if 
possible, 

The ulliance men over the state are considering 
the matter and it is thonght that they will not use 
any. All the papers that come into our office are 
filled with threats of the farmers in various parts of 
the state, taking the wise move of dropping off the 
curse that has made our farmer brothers poor and 
the curse that rideour country of thousands upon 
thousands of dcllar: every year. Just think of the 
hundreds of tons used in this county and you can 
count a bale of cotton fer every ton of guano--see 
what an enormous sum is carried from Tal’aferro 
county year aflier year. It is simply alarming to 
sum it up and look atthe figures. In a few years, 
if that amount was distributed among our farmers, 
it would make our people wealthy. 

Who seems to make the money out of this class of 
goods? The farmers scem to get poorer. Does the 
guano factor.es burst? No; but everyone in the 
country are making money, increassing their works 
every year. ‘‘And,’’ they will say, ‘‘we can sell all 
the goods we van make without an effort.” 

We are pained to know that our people will buy 
fertilizers when they can be made at home that is 
worth twice as much as the commercial. 

We hope our people will take this matter to heart 
and see if it is praeticable to give up this curse that 
is holding their noses tothe grindstone. Quit it, 
brother farmers, and make what you consume at 
home and this will be a happy land of oursin a 
very few years. Don't make threats what you will 
do, but come ott on the right side and holdjup your 
rights.

HOW TO MAKE A WRITER. 


Zola Says Newspaper Work is the Best 


School. 

Emile Zola has written the preface to Mo- 
rasse—a Volume compiled by Phe editors of the 
principal newspapers of Paris—all of whom ¢éon- 
tribute anecdotes, experiences, and souvenirs ot 
their professional lives, Zola devotes himself entirely 
to the consideration of journalism, and apropos of 
the oft-mooted question as to whetber a newspaper 
training is of advantage or disadvantage to the man 
who aspiresto become a great writer, the “Prince 
of Filth” gives the following decided views of in- 
terest and importance to young writers : 

‘ Every time a man appeals to me for advice on 
this subject, I urge him to rush immediately into 
the thick of literary battle—into journalism —in the 
sense of newspaper work proper. There is nothing 
which so successfully decides the ability of a writer 
as the daily conflict of the press. Here he 
will learn of men and thines, and how to tell others 
about them. Here he will find the stimulus of 
competion. Here he willlearn to buckle on his 
armor and stand. his ground. And in detiance of 
the daily assertion that newspaper work is death to 
literary aspiration, I affirm that, ifthe inspiration 
exist, it willin time formulate itself into the voice 
which must be heard, and it will be just as forceful 
after the training of newspaper work, which is the 
apprenticeship of literature, whieh teaches a man, 
by sheer force of daily habit, where to choose his 
word, by whieh end to seize his idea, and the ines- 
timably valuable lesson of conveying that idea in 
the fewest possible words. The habit of scratebing 
of articles.on the ccrnerofatable in hot haste 
neither spoils the style nor pervertstheidea. On 
the contrary, ‘style’ is born like the color of the 
eyes; And newspaper work, rapid, fanciful, exacting, 
makes the mind supple and the pen ready. Ifone 
fails in this battlefield, it is because he has not 
strength tostand. The man who jis fitted for his 
work will come, unscathed, out of this trial by fire, 
ana demonstrate the survival of the fittest.”

BETWEEN HARRISON AND MORTON. 


Georgians Who Have Held Cabinet Posi- 
tione—Mr. Crn ler on the Whisky 
Ring—Other Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, January 27.—[Speeial.]—The 
present indications point in the direction that 
exact harmony will not exist between the 
president and vice-president under the new 
administration. Whether Blaine is in the 
cabinet or out of it, the Blaine forces propose 
to belittle the president as much as possible. 
Their tactics for the past few weeks have been 
unusual. The claim is put forward by Bou- 
telle, Milliken and Dingley that Harrison dare 
not ignore Mr. Blaine, and that he had better 
hurry up in tendering him a position unless he 
starts out with failure painted above the 
threshold as he enters the doors of the white 
house. ‘The assumption is that Blaine is a 
greater man than the president-elect, and will 
be, after the inauguration, whether connected 
with the administration or not. No one will 
dispute that Mr. Blaine’s talent and ability 
outmatches that possessed by General Harri- 
gon, and when itcomes to the pointof influence 
General Harrison in the executive mansion, 
can crush both Blaine and his friends if he 
will. 

It seems, however, that the Blainiacs have 
captured the vice-president elect, and that if 
the time comes when Mr. Harrison shall be 
crucified at their hands, Mr. Morton will be 
found among the Roman soldiers. The vice- 
president, having already taken up his resi- 
dence in this city, has selected his quarters at 
the Normandie for the present, the recognized 
Blaine headquarters. Of course he will not 
make that his permanent home, because, occu- 
pying the position that he does, a private resi- 
dence is necessary, and he has secured the 
mansion occupied by Alexander Graham Bell, 
of telephone fame. Mr. Morton’s companions 
and associates are Phelps and Elkins. All his 
movements since his arrival here bave been 
under circumstances that show that he is 
hand in glove with the Blaine forces. 

The intiuence of the vice-president, ordina 
rily is insignificent as compared with that of 
the president, but Mr. Morton has already in- 
dicated that he will take the place as an enter- 
tainer now occupied by the Whitneys.1 If he 
chooses to turn social influence against the 
president it will be a power far reaching in its 
effect. The Harrisons entertained but little 
when the president was a senator and even 
with the facilities at their command they will 
be at a disadvantage as against the wealth 
which it is expected will be the backing of the 
Morton entertainments. 


Now that every one is guessing who will 
constitute General Harrison’s cabinet and par- 
ticularly as Georgia has at least three aspirants 
for acabimet portfolio it would b6 interesting 
to know how many Georgians ever held cabi- 
net oftices. There have been only seven. Here 
they are:

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EARLY ELECTRICITY. 


How Our Ancestors Experimented With 
It. 


From the New York Press. 

Not many years ago a head of wheat was 
found inthe hand of a mummyin a tomb in 
Ezynt. 

This wheat was sent to our country by its 
discoverer, and, being pianted, grew and re- 
produced, and the accumulation from this 
single head was sent out by the agricultural 
department of our government to various 
states for test by our farmers. 

This head of wheat hid in the hand ofa 
mummy for thousands of years is not unlike 
the little knowledge which the old Greeks had 
of electricity. The ‘‘twin fires’’ of Castor and 
Pollux on their ancient. coins shows electrical 
sparks quite natural, and by allowing some 
play to the imagination, it is not diflicult to 


believe that the Greeks knew of the 
mysteries of electricity and magnet- 
ism and of electrical storage, and then 


there isa gap of thousands of years and this 
kernal of knowledge, that “‘amber, when 
rubbed, acts in a curious way,’ falls into good 
soilinthe hands of Dr. Gilbert of England. 
His experiments in 1600 A. D. are repeated by 
Cabseus in Italy and new facts added to the 
little stock. Then Robert Boyle added the 
fact that the diamond, like amber, responded 
to friction. 

« In 1671 Otto von Gwericke of Madgeburg, 
not content with rubbing small pieces of 
amber, made a machine witlra large globe of 
sulphur to be revolved, and by the friction of 
the hands on the globe, sparks were obtained 
where before dry bits of straw, paper and the 
like had been caused to move by attraction, 
and a faint glow had been perceived. 

A cushion soon took the place of the hand 
for producing friction, and before long glass 
was substituted for the sulphur to be rubbed. 

In 1745 the discovery-was made at Leyden, 
in Holland, that the sparks thus produced 
could be gathered ina glass jar, and many 
sinall sparks thus accumulated can be dis- 
charged as one large one; thatsuch a charged 
jar can be carried about, and that the accumu- 
lated energy wil! work many results linpossible 
with the small sparks.

The students in this new field in 
seemed to inake but little headway in reach- 
ing conclusions as tothe nature of the force 
they had called electricity, but Franklin soon 
propounded a theory, and then demonstrated 
it, bringing the lightning from the clouds and 
charging his Leyden jar. With jars charged 
by electricity from the clouds, he performed a 
long series of interesting experiments. 

All Europe read with delight the publication 
of ‘'Franklin’s Letters,’’ of which the fifth 
edition was published. 

In these letters he explained the theories and 
the experiments that demonstrated them. 

In one of his leiters he describes the festivi- 
ties attending the close of aseason of experi- 
menting, in which a pleasure 
banks of the Schuy!kill had for their dinner a 
turkey killed by the electric shock sent across 
the river and roasted by the electric jack before 
a tire kindled by the electric bottle. 

The health of all famous electricians in Eu- 
rope was drank from electritied bumpers while 
a salute was being tired from guns from the 
electrica] battery. 

This was a century and a half after the seed 
was sown by Dr. Gilbert. 

In 1792 a philosopher named Sulzer dis- 
closed the fact that an electric current is oc 
casioned by a piece of lead and a piece of silver 
in coutact with the tongue, and he thought 
that this effect was due to the solution of the 
metals. , 

This very simple experiment was repeated 
by the philosophers throughout Europe and 
became the subject of lengthy discussions, and 
resulted in the discovery by Galvani, that is 
familiar to all, and.led to the invention by 
Volta of the battery that acts by chemical 
atiinities. 

This apparatus was devised by Volta in the 
year 1800, just two centuries from the disc!os- 
ures by Dr. Gilbert. 

Although it was surpassing in importance 
to the discovery by Galvani, it was at first con- 
sidered merely subservient to the pupose of 
giving greater effect to Galvani’s experiment, 
and becanse it was chiefly employed for such 
use if received the name of galvanic battery, 
and the new branch of science founded upon 
itis still termed galvanism, 

This first battery was made of silver and 
vine disks and separated by card board wet 
with a solution of coinmon salt and water. 

Time would fail inan attempt to recount 
the experiments that took place from 1800 to 
the present with the new found and constant

THE EXPERIMENTAL STATION. 


HE DIFFERS FROM THE CONSTITUTION. 


A Correspondent of Tar Constitution Writes Con- 
cerning the Propesed Experimental Station, 
Giving His Reasons Why it Shonid Not be 
Continued at Athens—In These 
ConsTItUTION Does Not Altogether Concur. 


Tue ConxsTItTvuTION gives place to the follow- 
ing article on the experimental station, butin 
doing so dissents from the views expressed. It 
| is our opinion that the experimental station 
| Should remain at Athens, where itis now in 
successful operation. 

There are advantages at Athens to be had 
nowhere else in the state, and the university, 
instead of being a hindrance, is a yast help to 
it. The station was wisely placed, in our 
opinion, when placed at Athens, and its ad- 
ministration there has been successful and sat- 
isfactory. 

From these views our correspondent differs, 
and we gladly accord space for him to express 
his views in full: 

Epitors CoNsTITUTION: Your columns haye con- 
tained numerous reasons|why the new agricultural 
- experiment-station should be located at Athens, 
I have seen nothing on the other side, Mow is 
this? Have our wise statesmen in the general as~ 
sembly all acted without reason when they pro- 
vide for the removal of the station, and have the 
farmers no reason for desiring the change? I hope 
the broad old CONSTITUTION bas not restricted the 
discussion of a question which concerns all parts of 
the state as much as it does Athens; an? surely the 
little expenditure of money and labor already 
made at Athens ought notto have any influence 
in locating a great institution which isto stand for 
all time and affect the whole state of Georgia. 

Itis insisted by somethat the station should be 
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placed at Athens to mect the «provisions 
of the Hatch law. Surely no 
one after reading - that law carefully 


can fail to see that the framers of that law were 
opposed to placing an experiment station under 
the shadow of a university or any mere literary in 
stitution. It is an open secrét that the law was 
partly designed to aid in seyering agricultural col- 
leges and stations from mere literary universities. 
It is well known that nearly every director of sta- 
tion and professor of agriculture in the United 
States fayors the separation of such collezes and 
stations from the universities. 

This writer bas seen such written opinion from a 
large number, and those men framed the provis- 
ions of the Haich law. 

Again, in our general assembly, when the law 
providing for the station was on its passage, it is 
well known that an cflort was made to amend the 
bill so as to fix the location at Athens. That 


amendment was rejected by an overwhelming 
vote. Those w:s2 men must have had some 
reason for such action. It was not a mere 
whim. They knew that the station located 
there could never be popular with the 
farmers. Even the best friends of the university 


must admit, that the agricultural college has not 
proven asuccess right under the shadow of a literary 
institution, where the very atmosphere is unfriendly 
to the training and habits which should character- 
ize farm life. Farmers’ sons who go there are not 
apt to become farmers; forthey hear much more of 
Cicero than of Cincinnatus, more of great statesmen 
and warriors than of successful farmersand the 
great promises of agriculture, This would be even 
worse at a station located there, for boys working at 
the station would suffer more trem the contrast, if 
indecd it is intended tu make it a station for real 
work at which men may be trained for actual 
service on the farm. The farmers do not wish any 
more school or play-farming. - They desire the 
station to be a real farm: while it should be a 
place for testing all methods and operations which 


may aid them in their farm work. They also wish 
the methods and operations to be such as are 
practicable and such as, if suceessful. they can 
repeat on theirown farms. They wish progresrive, 


improved methods, not those which have 
been recommended and proven failures 
for twenty years, They want plans 


laden with new thought. and promise and fully 
abreast with this progressive age, and above all,

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they want a place where they can feet at home, 
and where they know that their interests prompts 
every movement; where they see that the work is 
for their good, and not for the admiration of schol. 
ars and critics. 

In view of the past, they could hardly feel the 
confidence in Athens and the hearty good will that 
ought to exist. For it does not appear that those 
who propose so Manage the station there mani- 
fested any interest in the Hatch bill until it became 
a law, and even then, after the money was offered 
to the state with the conditions only thatthe money 
be formally accepted and applied as directed by the 
Hatch law, noone was found to have a short bill 
of assent passed by our ligislature, which wasin 
session just after the money was proffered, 

This certainly showed very little care forthe 
farmer, and it necessitated a provisional assent by 
the governor, who was thus compelled to place the 


fund temporarily at Athens, because there was no 
possible excuse to piace it elsewhere, 
and not because he thought it ought 
to Zo there, as some have argued 


from the above facts of his soplacing itthere, It is 
apity that some of the present anxiety to have the 
stution in Athens had not existed when the Hatch 
law was on its passage, Then Georgia's assent could 
have been easily secured in aLundant time to have 
spent the appropriations deliberately and judicious- 
ly, end not within four weeks as has been boasted 
it was doue which fact impresses ove that the promi- 
nent thought in the application was io consume all 
the money. 

The above arecnly a few of the reasons why the 
station should not be located at Athens. There is 
a better one still, it will not and can not receive the 
hearty support of the farmersif located there: for 
they will notfeel thatit is in their own hands. 
They think they ovgh*™to manage their own college 
and station just as other professions manage the 
stations in which they are immediately interested.

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THU INTERSTATE COMMISSION IN- 
FESTIGATES TUE MATTER. 


FAVORS PROHIBITING COMMISSIONS. 


The Interstate Commission Has een Hard at Work 
Investigating the Railroad Wars in the West 
aud Promulgates an Opmion Which is of 
Great Interest to Raliroads and Pubilc—“ome 

fecommendations Made. 

Waswineron, January 27.—The interstate 
commerce commission has promulgated an 
opinion on the subject of passenger tariffs and 
the rate war, as prepared by Chairman Cooley. 
The paper narrates the facts attending the war 
inp assenger rates at St. Lovisin October, and 
aleo the circumstances of the passenger rate 
war which prevailed at Chicago in December, 
both of which were investigated by the com- 
mission. Inthe St. Louis case, east bound 
limited fares were reduced by all lines from 
about $22 to from $6.50 to #810. It is found 
that the provisions of the act to regulate com- 
merce were not complied with, and that the 
reductions in the manner in which they were 
made were not only illegal, but were unwise 
and injurious to the carriers who took part in 
the warfare, as wellasthe public. The Chicago 
rate war extended over lines running to St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Kansas City. and St. Louis, 
Its characteristic feature was the fact that 
tickets were placed in the hands of brokers or 
acalpers to be sold at rates below the tariff 
rates and that the roads excused themselves 
for their dealings with brekers by claiming the 
right to pay commissions at will. The busi- 
ness of the ticket brokers was: investigated 
aud many facts are stated. The act to regu- 
late commerce forbids discrimination between 
passengers and forbids the sale of tickets ata 
greater or lessrate than the established sched- 
ule. A violation of law in many respects is 
out. The comimission recommends 
that the interstate commerce act be so amend- 
ed as, first: To define whatis considered ex- 
eursion and commutation tickets, Second: 
To prohibit allthe payment of commissions 
on the sale of ticketsand all sale of tickets 
for interstate business except by ths regular 
agents of carriers, Third: To require car- 
riers to provide for the spee aly and convenient 
redemption of unused tickets or coupons. 
Previous recommendations in respect to 
amendments relating to joint tariffs and 
notices of redaction of rates are renewed, 

The Florida Tropical Trunk Line. 

The Florida Southern road, ope rating from 
Palatka to Punta Gorda, has cousolidated with the 
Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West system, under 
the name of the ‘Florida Tropical Trunkline.’’ The 
entire system now embraces 800 miles of first-class 
road, together with the Indian River Steamboat 
company, which operates from Titusville to 
Melbourne.
